WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The 

automotive industry’s quick 
recovery from the slump of the 
latter weeks of 1929 was reflected 
today in the official production 
figures of United States and Can- 
adian factories for January, as 
compiled by the Department of 
Commerce, 

Production of passenger cars in<« 
creased from 95,661 units in Deceme 
ber to 243,383 last month, indicating 
a rapid return to normal produc< 
tion conditions for this period of the 
year, although below the total for 
the same month of 1929, when the 
output reached 364,546 units. 

The manufacture of trucks also 
kept pace with the production of 
passenger vehicles, the total for Jan- 
uary being 39,552, as against 28,355 
in the previous month, and 55,928 
for January, 1930. 

This brought the total output for 
January to 283,477, as against 127,< 
499 in December, 1929, and 422,528 
in January, 1929. 

The most noteworthy upward 
swing in production is shown in 
passenger cars for January in the 
United States, the output for last 
month representing approximately 
two and a half times the total for 
December, or 234,527 units, as 
compared with 91,235 in the previ- 

| ous month, 

| Truck production in the United 
| States jumped from 27,286 in De- 
|; cember to 37,990 last month. 

Passenger car production in Can< 
ada practically doubled, with an in- 
crease from 4,426 in December to 

| 8,856 in January. Manufacture of 
trucks, however, showed only a

COURT UPHOLDS NEBRASKA 
FOREIGN TRUCK RULING 


| Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 21.—-Authority 
of the state of Nebraska to require 
trucks from other states doing busi- 
ness in this state to take out Ne- 
braska licenses before operating on 
state highways was upheld in Dis- 
trict Court here by Judge E. B. 
Chappell when he sustained the 
state’s demurrer to a suit brought 
by an Iowa truck operator, asking 
that the state be enjoined from in- 
| terfering with his trucking business, 

The suit, brought by Peter S. 
| Peterson of Underwood, Ia... as a 
| test case, was argued before Judge 
| Chappell last week and had been 
| taken under advisement. Counsel for 
| Peterson held that the act, which 
| was passed by the last Nebraska 
| Legislature, was unconstitutional, 
| being an interference with interstate 
;commerce. The _ state demurred, 
| holding that the United States Su- 
preme Court had in numerous cases 
| upheld the right of states to collect 
; excises or license fees when the pro- 
|}ceeds were used for the benefit of 
those outstate parties from which 
the funds were secured.

TAID and conservative old Massachusetts, home of the 

sacred codfish and the Pilgrim fathers, seems deter- 
mined to arrogate to itself the role of law-trying guinea pig. 
The Bay State tried out at considerable local anguish the 
first compulsory insurance law passed in this country. It 
has ‘tried out other measures at which state Legislatures 
elsewhere had nibbled but never quite dared to enact. 

Now Massachusetts is dallying with the idea of passing 
a law forbidding the use of radio on motor cars. The reason 
advanced is that a radio in operation in the car tends to 
distract the attention of the driver and consequently makes 
for accidents. It is further contended that radios on cars 
add to the already plentiful traffic din. 

As a matter of fact, in most cars carrying passengers 
there is a constant buzz of conversation. 
the driver’s attention are reasonably constant and a radio 
in operation is not as distracting as personal questions and 
requests. In truth, the radio may have a tendency to still 
promiscuous conversation and may actually contribute a 
little to keeping the driver’s attention on the road. As for 
adding to traffic din, the radio in a motor car can scarcely 
be heard by any one standing beside the car, much less by 
a driver passing in either direction. 

We might just about as well forbid cigar lighters, on 
the pretext that lighting a smoke of any kind takes the 
driver’s mind off his business. We might almost forbid 
headlights, on the ground that many of them, through im- 
proper adjustment or other causes, dazzle vehicle opera- 
tors on the highways. This business of serving a very 
small purpose or curing a very minor trouble by passing 
a sweeping law, inconveniencing a huge majority, is 
getting to be an American disease. 





Hit-and-Run Drivers 
ERHAPS the meanest creature that infests the highway 
is the hit-and-run,driver, the man who injures some 
one and then tries to escape the consequences of his misdeed 


by putting on speed and getting away. It is claimed that 
raore than 1,000 people are killed annually in New York city 
by hit-and-run drivers, most of whom get away. In fact, 
last year there were only about 300 arrests for this mis- 
demeanor. 

One of the reasons why hit-and-run drivers get away 
so frequently is found in the disinclination of the average 
citizen to take down a number and report an offense to the 
authorities. Why any citizen should hesitate to report a 
wretch guilty of ‘so cowardly a crime passes understanding, 
but the fact remains that most citizens do hesitate. 

In order to encourage people to report hit-and-run 
drivers, the New York Automobile Club has just offered 
a reward of $100 to any one who reports such an occur- 
rence. It is felt that this reward will obviate the feeling 
that most people have that they will be tied up in court 
proceedings by making a report and will lose time and 
money. If this reward for reporting hit-and-run cases 
works out as the New York club hopes it will, the idea 
will probably be taken up by other automobile associa- 
tions. 


Motor vehicle accidents in 1929 claimed a toll of 31,500 
lives, of which some 16,000 persons were pedestrians. This 
represents an increase of more than 12 per cent. over the 
number similarly killed in 1928. The traffic safety problem 
still demands the very best thought and action that can be 
given it.

EW YORK, Feb. 21.—Returns 
on new commercial car regis- 
trations in January in Delaware 
and North Dakota, received yes- 
terday, indicated that for the first 
month in more than a year do- 
mestic truck sales in January may 
have been under the correspond- 
ing month of the preceding year.

Last year, it is reported, a total’ 
of 14,510,524 cattle, calves, hogs and 
sheep arrived by motor truck at the 


}seventeen markets which in 1928 re« 


ceived 12,193,058 by truck. The 
motor truck receipts at the seven- 
teen markets constituted 23 per 
cent. of the total receipts at these 
same points. 

Motor truck receipts increased in 
spite of the fact that the 1929 total 
receipts of live stock at the seven- 
teen markets were under the 1928 
total receipts at the same markets. 

Since 1919, when the Corn Belt 
Farm Dailies inaugurated the ane 
nual compilation of the official sta- 
tistics covering motor truck trans- 
port of live stock, each year has 
shown a substantial increase. In 
1919 the seventeen markets received 
a total of 2,453,568 head by truck, 
In six years the truck receipts had 
more than doubled, reaching 5,378, 
868 head in 1925. Four years later 
(1929) truck receipts had nearly 
trebled, reaching the enormous total 
of 14,510,524 head.
